Dear Ms. Best: 

This responds to your November 19, 2018, Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request, 
originally submitted to the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) with their assigned case 
number 1422663-000. You requested records mentioning GlobalHell. 

The FBI determined that some of the records responsive to your request originated with 
the Office of the Secretary of Defense (OSD). Upon review, the OSD determined that the 
document should be referred to the Department of Defense, Office of Inspector General (DoD 
OIG) or contained DoD OIG equities. Accordingly, the OSD referred one page to us for 
processing and direct response to you. We received the referral on September 9, 2019, and 
assigned it case number DODOIG-2019-001149. 

Upon review, we determined portions of the document are exempt from release pursuant 
to 5 U.S.C. § 552 (b)(7)(E), which protects the disclosure of techniques and procedures for law 
enforcement investigations or prosecutions. 

We will send the responsive document to you via email. Given the nature of the 
responsive document, we have password protected the Adobe Acrobat file. A password will be 
sent to you in an email separate from the responsive document. If you are unable to retrieve the 
document, please contact us, and we can send via a different method. 

If you consider this an adverse determination, you may submit an appeal. Your appeal, if 
any, must be postmarked within 90 days of the date of this letter, clearly identify the 
determination that you would like to appeal, and reference to the FOIA case number above.
